: _ budget was presented to the Bud- 


get Committee by the Board of 
Selectmen at a public hearing last 
night (Wednesday) at the fire sta- 
tion, 

_ Selectman Hugo Delkkkinen, told 
The Citizen afterwards he ‘cx- 
pected the tax rate to remain the 
same, at $22.50 per $1,000 of asses: 
sed. valuation. The slight increase. 
in the total budget would be easily 
made up from incréased property 
on the tax rolls, 

Also helping the inconre side of 
the budget equation is an expected 
increase of-$10,000 in state teven- 
ue sharing, from $36,000 this past 
year to $46,000 in the present year, 
“Even if the school budget (SAD 
17) goes up, even if the county 
budget’ goes up, we should: be 
able to-fund it easily,’ Mr. Heik- 
kinen told the public hearing. 

There were no great surprises in 


the proposals given the Budget~ 
' Committee. The most notable addi- 


tional from previous budgets was 
an item to set up a Capital Reserve 
Fund. for equipment. replacement 
atid. put. $15,000 into i£. 

The Budget Committee began its 
deliberations on the sélectmen’s 
proposals. following the. public 
hearing, and the members. indicat- 
ed they had no major problems 
with the document. Their first: or- 
der of business was to examine sa- 
laries of town officials and they 
decided to pencil in the selectmen 
for a 10% raise, from $5 an hour 
to $5.50 an hour. The selectmen 
had_ already’ Proposed. a raise for 
the road commissioner, from $6 
to $6.50. an hour, and the Budget 
Committee went along with that re- 
commendation.

signations, 
Under the present management 
plan, the. 751,000 acre ‘White 


Mountain National Forest pro- 
vides 38. MMBF of timber annual- 
ly. In the third decade of the va- 
rious proposed alternatives: Alter- 
native #1 would permit. no in- 
crease in the harvest; #2 (the rec- 
reational . alternative) would in- 
crease the harvest to 58 MMBF; 
#3 (the conservationist alterna- 
tive) would .décrease ‘the harvest 
to 30 MMBF annually; #4 (the log- 


.- ging alternative) would increase 


+ 


the harvest to. 85 MMBF annually; 

#5 (the Forest Service’s preferred 
alternative) would increase the 
harvest to 66 MMBF annually in 
the third decade of the play and 
78 MMBF in the fourth decade. 

Presently, 344,000 acres of the 
White Mountain National Forest 
are being harvested. Under the re- 
ereational alternative,, this would 
drop marginally to 343,000, while 
under the conservationist alterna- 
tive it would drop significantly, to 
193,000 acres. Under the Forest 
Service's. alternative it would in- 
crease somewhat to 390,000: acres, 
while under the logger’s alterna- 
tive it would increase substantial- 
ly. to 446,000, 

_As for. wilderness areas, of which 
there are .already 102,000 acres 
in the New Hampshire section of 
the White Mountain National For- 
est, only retention of the present 
plan or implementation of some 
form of Alternative 4 would not 
add any additional acreage to wil- 
derness. On the other hand, the 
recreational alternative would add 
18,000 acres, the conservationist 
alternative would add 43,000 acres, 
and the Forest Service alternative 
would add 12,000 acres in the Ca- 
ribou-Speckled Mountain area. 

It. was this point that speakers 
returned to. time and time again. 
Local logger Jeff Davis said he 
‘was for Alternative 4 mainly be- 
cause it had no additional wilder- 
nerness. Lois Rudd, of Bryant 
Pond, contended that a wilderness 
area, with no activé management 
by the Forest Service, would 
quickly be consumed by either in- 
sects or fire. Dwight Grover, of 
of East Stoneham, said, “Cutting 
timber is. something that brings 
the wildlife back. The places 
you're cutting today, there’s deer 
following you around all the time.” 

Said ‘David Luxton of Bethel, 
“Wilderness, to. me, doesn’t real- 
ly make sense. If you get off a 
path and head for the top of a 
mountain, you're going to feel all 
the loneliness you want.’? And Ar- 
thur Gilbert of ‘West BetHel 
agreed: “‘Ninety-eight percent of 
the people who use a wilderness 
area, if they got off 4 man-made 
trail would be Jost.”

TO DISCUSS CABLEVISION 


The Newry Board of Selectmen 
will meet with officials of Bethel 
‘Cablevision in the near future to 
discuss that company’s proposal 
for gaining the Newry franchise to 
bring cable TV to the town, 

Bethel Cablevision provided a 
draft agreement to the town, pro- 
posing to pay the town 212% of 
gross receipts collected in Newry 
for the privilege of getting the 
franchise. The Gcmpany has al- 
ready worked out similar agrec- 
ments with the towns of Bethel, 
Greenwood, Woodstock and West 
Paris and has already constructed 
a building on Blake Hill, in Bethel, 
to house its receiving and trans- 
mitting equipment. Officials have 
said they will begin stringing ca- 
ble in the spring and expect to 
begin providing service next sum- 
mer, 

In addition to discussing the 
terms of the franchise, Newry se- 
lectmen want to get the cable 
company to agree to string cable 
-elsewhere in town, in addition to 
Sunday River, which is where the 
company wants to provide service 
because of the abundance of 
condoniiniums there,

More extensive coverage of the 
town,’? said chairman Steve Wight. 
“The opportunity to negotiate is 
now, because we have something 
they want (the condo hookups).” 

Selectman Lee Swan warned, “I 
think there'll be a lot of people in 
town who will be very firm that 
they want it in Bear River Val- 
ley.*’ 

In other business, the selectmen 
decided to look into the possibility 
of having a computer service com: 
Pany prepare the town’s tax bills. 

The selectmen signed an agree- 
ment with NOVA for the continued 
leasing of half of the new town 
office (the old Raymond C. Fos- 
ter School) to that organization, 
The town took ownership of the 
school last fall from SAD 44, The 
school district had been NOVA’s 
landlord to that point. 


According to the terms of the 
new rental agreement between the 
town and NOVA, rent will be $195 
per month, with NOVA paying ut- 
ilities. The school district had 
charged $197, The town agreed to 
install a new burner in the fur- 
nace, 


The selectment got to use the 
town office’s new furniture for the 
first time. The new furniture, pur- 
chased in Lewiston, includes two 
folding tables, two 4-drawer files, 
two desks and §0 folding chairs 
for town meeting. Total cost was 
$1,250. 

Selectman Wight said he wants 
to get the town’s records into the 
new filing cabinets. “Eventually 
we'd like to see everybody get the 
files out of their attics, kitchens 
and livingrooms and brought down 
here.”
